‘of the story is that Nohl went frantic 
with rage to his captain and demanded 
cartridges, swearing that he would 
shoot Saulsury or. sight. The prudent 
captain contented himself with refus- 

ing the cartridges, but failed to lock 

up a man who was vociferating kis in- 
tention to commit murder. There 

could be no more forcible illustration 
of the loose way ia which human life 
is protected in these days of violence. 

Nor could there be a better lesson of 

the folly of giving way to passrn. 

Nohl was a respectable man, had beer 

an exemplary citizen, and is dead. 
Saulsbury was neither, and is also 

‘dead. A good life and a bad one are 
sacrificed t« gether; and all because of 

slanders which nobody would have be- 

lieved, or much heeded. It is ‘high 

time for men to puta little less powder 
and u little more philosophy into their 

controversies. The pretentious moral- 

ity of the duel was long ago exploded.

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How to Make Ponds Profttable. 


From the Londen Country. 

Our contemporary, Die Natur, pub- 
lighes an interesting communication 
from Dr Bodin, from Demmin, on the 
subject of the rate of growth of the 
eel. Inthe spring of 1876, Herr von 
Corswant, of Cunzow, in Pomerania. 
obtained from the director of the fish- 
breeding Institute at Huningen a 
thousand elvers, about the length of 
the finger and the thickness of an 
ordinary straw. These he turned ont 
inte some sniali ponds on his estate. 
in which it was known that no other 
eels were nt. Here they were 
left to their own devices, to thrive or 
to starve as fate might direct, no foad 
of any kind or attention of any sort 
being provided for them. In October 
last the farm baliff proceeded to 
search the ponds for eels, and obtain- 
ed from them several specimens aver- 
aging over two feet in length and a 
little over a pound apiece in weight, 
which there appears to be no doubt 
whatever were the original emigrants 
from Huvingen. The journal from
